In Court Battle Over Slander 


Union Chiefs, Meeting 
Today, Give Hint of 
Later Announcement 


Orange county supervisors have 
no authority to dictate what type 
of equipment or supplies the coun¬ 
ty officers may purchase, District 
Attorney W. F. Menton ruled to¬ 
day. 

If they want L. C. Smith type¬ 
writers, to which Supervisor N. E. 
'<V est is opposed, they can order 
them and the purchasing agent 
must deliver them, Menton held 
Further, if the purchasing agent 
substitutes another article, he is 
acting illegally and without au¬ 
thority, the county’s legal advisor 
held. 

Purchasing Agent Eugene Fene- 
lon, who has borne the brunt of 
a fierce dispute which arose when 
supervisors directed him to dis¬ 
tribute the typewriter business, 
around the county, said today he 
will refer the opinion to the board 
of supervisors for instructions be¬ 
fore he acts further. 

The issue was raised by Auditor 
W T. Lambert, who requisitioned 
an L C. Smith typewriter. It 
was refused by Fenelon under the 
resolution of policy voted by the 
board of supervisors March no. 

Menton’s decision means that 
Lambert may have his typewriter, 
but the dispute and delay means 
that the county will pay $12 more 
for it than if it had been delivered 
when ordered. Prices went up $12 
on Apr<l 1. 

Basis of the dispute is the de¬ 
termination of supervisor West 
to slice off the business which 
the R. A. Tlernan Typewriter'

LONDON. UP) Ships flying the 
United States flag in Spanish 
waters will be questioned by the 
nonintervention blockade patrol of 
Spain, officials of the neutrality 
committee disclosed today. 

The patrol will verify the papers 
of all United States vessels, offi¬ 
cials said, as a guard against the 
possibility of ships of other na¬ 
tions masquerading under the 
Stars and Stripes to run contra¬ 
band to the Spanish combatants. 
Bonafide American shipping, how¬ 
ever, will not he searched. 

Begin Blockade Monday 

The international blockade of 
the Spanish coasts has been or¬ 
dered to start at midnight next 
Monday, to enforce the “hands off 
Spain” committee's embargo of 
further foreign arms men enter¬ 
ing Spain. 

Warships of Great Britain, 
France, Italy and Germany wdll 
encircle Spain in collaboration with 
the committee’s land agents on 
Spain's French and Portuguese 
frontiers. 

The 27 nations participating in 
the neutrality committee's effort 
to insulate Europe from a spread 
of the Spanish war are bound by 
the embargo to prevent their ships 
from carrying men or munitions 1 
to Spain. 

Rules Outlined 

Vessels flying any other flag, of¬ 
ficials ordered, will tie compelled 
to submit to examination of their 
papers by < ommittee agents who 
wdll board them, but they will not 
be searched. Nations to whom 
the vessels belong will be notified.

Union Leaders Plan 
Advise Canadians to 
Go Back to Work 


OSHAWA, Ont. UP )—The Ca- 
nadian press said today it had 
learned on good authority that 
automobile union officials, confer¬ 
ring here on the strike of 3700 
General Motors of Canada work¬ 
ers, would advise the men to re¬ 
turn to work Monday pending an 
agreement with the company. 

Officials of the Oshawa local 
union of the United Automobile 
Workers of America met with 
Homer Martin, president of the 
international union, and Hugh 
Thompson, union organizer. Mar¬ 
tin came here today from Detroit. 

A mass meeting was to follow, 
at .vhich proposals were to be 
placed before the strikers. If the 
strikers agreed to the proposals, 
the Canadian Press said, they 
would return to work Monday and 
efforts to reach an agreement be¬ 
tween the union and the company 
would continue. 

Martin’s arrival apparently put 
an end to Premier Mitchell Hep¬ 
burn’s plans to settle the strike 
by an agreement between repre¬ 
sentatives of the strikers and 
General Motors of Canada, Ltd. 

without the “interference” of in¬ 
ternational union representatives. 


TOPKKA, Kans. </P) A federal 
agent was shot and critically 
wounded and a bystander was 
wounded in the foot today in the 
lobby of Topeka’s postoffice dur¬ 
ing an attempt to arrest a sus¬ 
pected New York bank robber 
and his accomplice. 

About 20 shots were fired In a 
furious battle in the building, lo¬ 
cated In the center of the city’s 
business district. The suspects 
escaped in an automobile they had 
left parked outside. 

Agent W. W. Baker of the fed¬ 
eral bureau of investigation was 
shot four times and so grievously 
wounded that an emergency opera¬ 
tion was undertaken at the hos¬ 
pital where he was treated. The 
wounded bystander was O. D 
Davis of Topeka. 

The fugitives were identified as 
Alfred Power, 39, alias Lewis 
Moore, and Rudolph firinker, 28, 
wanted for the robbery of a bank 
at Katonah, N. Y. 


Asserts Moidel Ca 
Evangelist 'I n s a n 
And Incompetent 


LOS ANGELES. UP)—'The priv¬ 
ate nurse of Aimee Semple Mc¬ 
Pherson testified today that Jacob 
Moidel once told the evangelist he 
considered her “insane, childish, 
incompetent and without any busi¬ 
ness sense." 

The nurse, Ella Nordin, was a 
witness against Roberta Semple, 
Aimee’s estranged daughter, who 
is suing Willed Andrews, her 
mother’s attorney, for $150,000 on 
slander charges. 

Miss Nordin said she heard 
Moidel, Roberta's fiance, make the 
remark to Mrs. McPherson in 
Phoenix, Ariz., at a conference 
during which, Aimee has testi¬ 
fied, her daughter demanded she 
sign contracts calling for the con-1 
tlnued employment of herself and 
others at Angelus Temple. 

'Olivo Branch Waves’ 

Moidel told Aimee, Miss Nordin 
said, that Rheba Crawford, asso¬ 
ciate Temple pastor and now Mrs. 
McPherson’s enemy, felt the same 
way about Aimee’s mentality as 
he did. 

Mrs. McPherson said today, 
commenting upon reports that 
there might be a reconciliation 
between her and her estranged 
mother, Mrs. Minnie (Ma) Ken¬ 
nedy, that she would make no 
overtures. 

“But the olive branch is always 
waving on my flagpole,” she 
added. 

What preceded the meeting in 
Phoenix was related by the Rev. 
William Ballantine Black, a Tem¬ 
ple minister, yesterday. He said 
a conference in Angelus temple 
preceded it. 

“I saw Roberta and Rheba 
Crawford examining some docu¬ 
ments,” the Rev. Mr. Black said, 
referring to Mrs. McPherson's for¬ 
mer co-pastor and present bitter 
enemy. 

‘Couldn’t Say a Word’ 

“I heard Miss Crawford say, 
‘I’ve got enough on her to hang. 

I just hope she doesn’t sign those 
contracts. Then I’ll give her 
some headlines. I've stood all I'm 
going to stand from her.’ " 

Black said Miss Crawford was 
talking about “Sister Aimee.” 

"No, I don’t think I said much. 
As a matter of fact, I didn't say 
anything. I couldn't get a word 
in edgewise.” 


BOSTON. UP)— The United States 
circuit court of appeals today ruled 
unconstitutional both the unem¬ 
ployment insurance tax provision 
and the old age assistance provi¬ 
sion of the social security act. 

Two of the three justices held 
the provisions illegal. 

Both provisions of the act had 
been challenged by George P. Da¬ 
vis. a public utility stockholder. 

Judges Scott Wilson and James 
M. Morton, jr., held the provisions 
unconstitutional. Judge George H. 
Bingham handed down a dissenting 
opinion in both instances. 


Directors of the Santa Ana 
chamber of commerce stepped into 
the threatened Southern Pacifio 
railroad brotherhoods strike situ* 
ation today. 

A telegram signed by President 
Rex Kennedy for the board of di* 
rectors of the chamber was sent 
to President Roosevelt this morn* 
ir.g, urging the president to inter* 
vene to prevent a strike. 

The telegram said: 

"Being advised that railroad 
brotherhoods will call strike at A 
p. m, today unless you request 
them not to do so, we urgently 
ask your personal intervention to 
prevent a strike if possible on 
Southern Pacific Lines." 

Word came through today to 
E. B. Sharpley, traveling pas* 
senger agent for the S. P. com* 
panv here, that there will be no 
strike. 


ELLSWORTH, Me. UI‘< An ap¬ 
plicant for citizenship told Judge 
George L. Emery promptly that 
the President of the United States 
was Franklin D. Roosevelt. But he 
admitted he didn’t know who was 
vice president. 

"Don't let that worry you," said 
the Judge. "Very few people do.” 


WASHINGTON. (d»)—The sen¬ 
ate judiciary committee abandoned 
its usual luncheon recess today in 
hearings on the Roosevelt court 
bill. 

Quickly concluding with its op¬ 
position witnesses scheduled for 
today's session, the committee 
called a group of supporting wit¬ 
nesses including William Denman, 
federal circuit judge; former Sen¬ 
ator Smith W. Brookhart of Iowa, 
and Tom Miller, mayor of Austin, 
Texas. 

Informed senators said many of 
the proposals being discussed pub¬ 
licly as compromises for the 
Roosevelt bill had been submitted 
privately to the White House and 
ignored. Nevertheless, talk of 
compromise persisted.

BUDAPEST, Hungary. UP)— 
Hungary's new minister of the 
interior seized the Hungarian Nazi 
"fuehrer,” Ferenc Szalasu, and 24 
of his sub-leaders on charges of 
high treason today. 

It was the first official act of 
the new minister, Joseph Szell, 
and it caused quick speculation as 
to the possible imminence of a 
large-scale drive against Nazis in 
Hungary. 

Szalasu resigned as a major in 
the army to form a Nazi organi¬ 
zation of several thousand, known 
as the “Nap."

REASONS FOR 
OUSTER ARE 
MUDDLED 

Change of Stand Over 
Hospital C r i t i c's 
Case Unexplained 

No explanation had been made 
today of the shift in reasons for 
firing George Gallagher as field 
secretary for the Industrial Acci¬ 
dent commission at Los Angeles. 
Gallagher was ousted following his 
refusal to retract a report which 
criticized the Orange county hos¬ 
pital in regard to treatment and 
facilities for handling cases of 
nurses afflicted with polio in the 
1934 epidemic. 

First the reason given by Com¬ 
missioners Frank McDonald and 
T. I. Reardon of San Francisco 
was that there wasn’t enough 
money in the state budget to pay 
Gallagher's salary. They decided 
to drop Gallagher despite opposi¬ 
tion of Commissioner Charles A. 
Son of Los Angeles, who appoint¬ 
ed him. 

Second Explanation 
But Gallagher got in touch with 
State Finance Director A. E. 
Stockburger. and said Stockbur- 
ger told him there was plenty 
of money on hand. 

After that, a new explanation 
of the ouster developed. Mac¬ 
Donald and Reardon met and drew 
up a resolution saying Gallagher's 
position of field secretary was un¬ 
necessary. 

Through the Associated Press 
at San Francisco The Journal 
asked MacDonald for an explana¬ 
tion of the shift in reasons for 
dismissing Gallagher. The reply, 
merely outlined the resolution de- ! 
daring the job unnecessary, and I 
made no attempt to explain the | 
discrepancy. 

Difference in Dates 
It also was regarded as signifi¬ 
cant here that Gallagher was noti¬ 
fied by phone on April 3 that he 
was ousted. The resolution de¬ 
claring the job unnecessary was 
not adopted until April 5. Com¬ 
missioner Son was not notified of 
the meeting at which the resolu¬ 
tion was adopted.

CHICAGO. (/P)—Three murder-1 
ers of policemen died in the elec-1 
trie chair today in Cook county’s 
first test of its “humanized” exe¬ 
cution. 

Hidden behind a panel back of 
the chair, their identities carefully ' 
concealed, four regular jail guards j 
pulled four switches for each | 
electrocution, but only one of them 
sent the electric current coursing 
through the bodies of the doomed 
men. 

Clear Conscience 

None of the guards knew which 
was the actual executioner of the 
three slayers, Joseph Schuster, 30; 
Frank (Doc) Whyte. 47, and Stan¬ 
ley Murawski, 37, all ex-convicts. 
Warden Frank Sain said each left ; 
the execution chamber with a 
clear conscience. 

Disputing the contention of Dr. ; 
A. A. Brill, New York psycholo¬ 
gist, that each guard would feel 
remorseful. Warden Sain said the 
men clearly showed they had not 
been under any strong tension 
during the executions and told him 
afterwards they felt no inkling of i 
guilt. 

‘Humane Practice* 

“This is the most humane thing 
we have ever done in connection j 
with executions,” the warden 
added, "and the practice should 
be put into effect in all prisons.” 

Mechanical improvements of the 
electric chair to speed final prep¬ 
arations also were designed to “hu¬ 
manize” the ordeal. The time 
elapsing between the doomed 
men’s arrival in the death chamber j 
and the application of the current 
averaged 30 seconds. 

Wires Hidden 

The renovated chair has clasps j 
screwed to its arms for straps, 
which circle the victim’s chest, 
thus eliminating possible fumbling 
by guards who strap the men in 
Its mechanical seat and arm at¬ 
tachments are worked by spring! 
levers and the straps have no! 
buckles. Wires in the seat areI 
hidden behind a mat 

Schuster, who murdered Police¬ 
man Arthur Sullivan Jan 14 when 
the officer arrested him for a hold¬ 
up, was the first to die. Muraw-' 
ski and Whyte, convicted for the 
murder of Policeman Michael Toth 
in a south side tavern Nov. 8. fol- j 
lowed in that order.

county. Tiernan is the exclusive

“The board of supervisors is 
vested with the jurisdiction and 
powers to supervise the ’official’ 
conduct of county officers and to 
see that such officers faithfully 
perform their duties,” Menton 
commented in his ruling. 

“I am unable from even the 
broadest construction of the sec¬ 
tion (of the political code) to find 
any authority on the part of the 
board of supervisors to determine 
or dictate how or in what manner 
an elective officer shall peform 
those duties. 

“Such officer is elected by the 
people of Orange county and is re¬ 
sponsible for his conduct to the 
people who elected him. His 
duties, except in certain instances, 
are not to serve the board of 
supervisors, but the people of 
Orange county who elected him 
and whose taxes pay the expenses 
of the operation of his office. 

“To deprive an elective officer 
of this prerogative would be to not 
only hamper , but probably to de¬ 
stroy the efficiency of his office 
and to place it in the power of the 
board of supervisors to either 
place the officer in a position to 
render efficient service or to de¬ 
prive it of that efficiency.” 

Without elaborating on the 
question in his opinion, Menton 
said he feels that appointive offi¬ 
cers also are the best judges of the 
needs of their offices, and that 
their requisitions must be filled. 

To charges of a “boycott” 
against the Tiernan firm, F’urchas- 
ing Agent Fenelon today replied 
that there is no boycott and never 
has been. 

He said that since January 5, 
when he took office under West's 
appointment, Tiernan has sold 
more filing cases, all the type¬ 
writers, and most of the desks 
purchased by the county.

J. VV. Taylor opposed. 

Son Served Term 

The son, Johnny, was freed from 
serving a term for accepting 
state's prison a year ago after 
money his mother admitted taking 
from the city of Boise. 

Explaining his vote, the secre¬ 
tary of state said: 

“It appears from the informa¬ 
tion I have been able to gather 
in this brief study of the Hopper 
case that she has refused to co¬ 
operate with the city in tracing 
the disposition of the large amount 
of money she stole from the city. 

"She has confessed and pleaded 
guilty only to what she has been 
forced to admit and has made no 
attempt to make restitution for 
her crime. 

Want CoiAssion 

“It appears there is quite a 
difference between the amount of 
cash missing and the amount 
which can be traced out of the 
state to her son John. 

“Before this case is closed and 
the pardon granted, it appears to 
me she should make a full and 
complete confession and advise 
city officials what disposition she 
made of this cash.” 

Auditors reported shortages up¬ 
wards of $100,000. Mrs. Hopper 
pleaded guilty to charges of taking 
only a few thousand.

Auxiliary Santiago Dam 
Saves Added Water 


Valuable water is piling up be¬ 
hind the "dam on the dam" across 
Santiago creek. 

The dam on the dam is made of 
sandbags -two thousand of them 
piled about three feet high in the 
spillway of the Santiago dam, 
which had 25,000 acre feet of 
water impounded before the sand¬ 
bags were piled up. 

It isn't known exactly how much 
additional water has been saved so 
far from the sandbag dam, but it 
is estimated that 1800 acre feet of 
water can be saved by the new 
project. Irrigation water is worth 
about $15 an acre foot, so it is 
figured that the additional water 
saved is worth about $30,000. 

Water still is rising slowly be¬ 
hind the five-deep dam of sand- 
hags which have been piled in the 
spillway. 

An application for permission to 
install the sandbags was granted 


by the board of water resources to 
the John T. Carpenter Water com¬ 
pany and the Serrano Irrigation 
company. These companies, with 
the Irvine company, own the San¬ 
tiago dam. 

Directors of the Orange County 
Water district are working on a 
project to sink the overflow from 
the Santiago dam but, for the 
present at least, there isn't any 
overflow'. The sandbag dam has 
halted the flow which went wast¬ 
ing down the Santiago creek into 
the river.

SAN FRANCISCO. (^—Sena¬ 
tor McGovern, San Francisco, and 
Assemblyman Welsh, Los Angeles, 
clashed before the senate govern¬ 
mental efficiency committee yes¬ 
terday in debate on the super¬ 
visors’ relief bill.

Cuts L. A. Rate 
The bill reduces the Los Angeles 
tax rate 6 cents. 

The committee adjourned the 
hearing until next Thursday after 
Herbert F. Ormsby, of the state 
chamber of commerce, had ex¬ 
plained the formula of the relief 
hill, which he said would distribute 
the relief load throughout the 
state in a fair manner. 

C. E. Grier, president of the 
State Supervisors’ association, also 
spoke briefly and both Grier and 
Ormsby will appear again next 
neek. 

Bill’s Provisions 
Briefly the bill provides the re¬ 
lief problem is a county problem 
up to the first 5 cents on each 
$100 valuation of the county tax 
roll, then up to 16 cents it is a 
problem of both the county and 
state and from 16 to 27 cents the 
entire burden will fall on the state. 
If the relief costs are more than 
27 cents the state must call on the 
federal government for assistance. 

Grier said the bill had been in¬ 
dorsed by 10 organizations of the 
state, that it was fair in the elim¬ 
ination of duplication and he de¬ 
clared arguments between coun¬ 
ties should not be brought into the 
relief question.

WASHINGTON. (Ad—Secretary 
Wallace said today the supreme 
court decisions upholding the Wag¬ 
ner labor act had "left agriculture 
exposed to severe legal inequal¬ 
ity.” 

The secretary declared the 
court decisions in favor of labor 
would increase farmer support for 
President Roosevelt’s judicial re¬ 
form program. 

“Uncertainty ill Future” 

Without mentioning Associate 
Justice Roberts by name, Wallace 
asserted "the justice who wrote 
the majority opinion that knocked 
out vital parts of the Agricultural 
Adjustment act in 1936 now 
wields the balance of power on the 
court." 

As a result, Wallace contended, 
“the situation Is such as to cause 
complete uncertainty as to what 
future court decisions hold for 
farmers." 

The secretary said business 
through corporations had been 
given the right to act nationally 
and the Wagner decisions granted 
labor “a similar right." 

“Still I-oral Problem” 

‘ But by the decision of the su¬ 
preme court in the Hoosac Mills 
case affecting the AAA, agricul¬ 
ture is still legally a local prob¬ 
lem,” Wallace said. 

The agriculture secretary said 
he wanted "to make it clear that 
I am for the decisions in the Wag¬ 
ner cases.” 

"But I want to make it equally 
clear,” he added, “that from the 
standpoint of farmers these de¬ 
cisions have made enactment of 
the President's plan of judiciary 
reform more imperative than ever 
before."

BROADCASTS 
EXPLAINED 

Astronomer Says It's 
Due to Sun Spots 
Gas Irruption 

PASADENA. DPI R. S. Rich- 
ardson announced here that, obser¬ 
vations indicate thr* energy which 
causes fade-outs in high frequency 
radio broadcasts comes from the 
sun with the speed of light. 

./hen there is an unusually 
bright gas eruption near a sun¬ 
spot. energy is transmitted to the 
earth in eight minutes, causing 
high frequency broadcasts to fade. 
These fade-outs last from 15 rnin- 
ucs to half an hour. The longest 
come about every 54 days. 

Somewhat similarly telegraph 
and telephone service may be dis¬ 
rupted and the aurora borealis, 
or northern lights, made visible in 
stales as r south as California. 
The latter are due to storms in 
the earth's magnetic field and 
sometimes may follow as late as 
26 hours the appearance of a 
large sun-spot group. 

Sees Continuance 

These disturbances likely will 
continue for several years, for 
Richardson, an astronomer at the 
Carnegie institution's Mount Wil¬ 
son observatory, said the maxi¬ 
mum of the present 10 or 11-year 
sun spot cycle is probably two 
years away 

One of the largest spot groups 
of all time appeared on the sun 
the latter part of January. An 
average of 12 spot groups a day 
was observed in February, the 
largest in the observatory’s his¬ 
tory. The average dropped to 0.6 
a. day in March, but now has in¬ 
creased to 11 or 12 again. 

Explains Reaction 

"It has long been known that 
very intense magnetic storms on 
the earth are more frequent when 
large, active sun spot groups are 
near the central meridian,” said 
Richardson in the current. Astro¬ 
nomical Society of the Pacific pub¬ 
lication, 

"This circumstance is naturally 
explainer! if we may assume the 
radio fade-outs are caused by radi¬ 
ation. and magnetic storms by 
charged particles ejected radially 
from sun spots with high velocity. 

“Radiant energy reaches the 
earth regardless of where it origi¬ 
nates on the disk, but a stream of 
charger! particles is not likely to 
encounter the earth unless ejected 
from a spot near the central 
meridian."

A new fruit and vegetable spray 
whieh in some instances promises 
to eliminate standard lead arsenate 
sprays and their serious and costly 
residue factor has been developed 
in California to the point where 
some of Its experimental achieve¬ 
ments may be made public. This 
was made known today by Farm 
Advisor Harold E. Wahlberg, fol¬ 
lowing a report of experiments re¬ 
cently made by the University of 
California experiment station. Fur¬ 
ther experiments on an enlarged 
scale will be necessary for the next 
year or so before any recommen¬ 
dations regarding the spray can 
be made, however. 

Used On Pears 

“The new compound is known as 
phenothiazine, and was first made 
available to the university by the 
United States department of agri¬ 
culture and certain large chemical 
companies in the East,” said 
Wahlberg. “In this state it was 
tried last season or. Bartlett pears 
in the Fairfield region and on ap¬ 
ples in the Sebastopol region for 
the control of codling moth, with 
results that were most encourag¬ 
ing. 

“In these tests the new com¬ 
pound was found more effective in 
controlling codling moth than any 
other material yet tried, and it 
apparently let no residue. When 
used at the same dosage rate as 
standard lead arsenate, there was 
less wormy fruit and no injury to 
foliage or fruit. It was used effec¬ 
tively against other types of fruit 
and vegetable pests, but the quali¬ 
fication is made by the experiment 
station that these tests are as yet 
decidedly inconclusive. The only 
possible development that can be 
drawn from them at this time is 
that phenothiazine may be more 
specific than lead arsenate. 

Series of Tests 

“The new development comes as 
part of a series of tests covering 
more than 1 years’ time, to find an 
adequate substitute for lead ar¬ 
senate and to eliminate the residue 
factor. Until the new compound 
was made available all other sub¬ 
stitutes failed to prove sufficiently 
toxic to the codling moth, while 
some proved injurious to fruit and 
foliage. 

“Phenothiazine is a neutral com¬ 
pound containing the elements of 
nitrogen, hydrogen, carbon and 
sulphur and is easily handled when 
a proper wetting agent is used. 
Although the restricted tests of 
last season held great promise, 
more widespread tests under dif¬ 
fering conditions of soil and cli¬ 
mate may develop an entirely dif¬ 
ferent picture. For that reason the 
m w spray cannot be recommended 
al this time, and it is not yet com¬ 
mercially available.”

Administrative Policy is 
Set Up in Amendment 
Before Legislature 

NEWPORT-BALBOA. — Seek¬ 
ing passage of an amendment to 
the county harbor act, which 
would change handling of adminis¬ 
trative affairs of the county's 
harbor at Newport, Supervisor N. 
E West plans a trip to Sacra¬ 
mento within the next few days to 
ccnfer with Senator Harry West- 
over, he said today. 

The proposed change would clear 
up many administrative matters 
now not clearly defined, West 
said. The original harbor act 
provided virtually no machinery 
for administration, but merely for 
construction, and the City of New¬ 
port and the county now have 
many overlapping functions. 

Policing, fire protection and 
health protection methods could be 
agreed upon between Newport and 
the supervisors under the amend¬ 
ment, he pointed out. At present, 
about 75 or 80 per cent of the 
harbor is within jurisdiction of 
the city and the remainder is 
handled by the county. 

Under the new setup a narbor 
commission could be appointed by 
the county board, to act in an 
advisory capacity only. 

Ordinary harbor laws do not fit 
the situation at Newport, West 
pointed out, where the main ob¬ 
jective is a pleasure port. Appre¬ 
hension of Newport residents that 
the amendment would he detri¬ 
mental to harbor interests is un¬ 
founded, he explained, as the 
supervisors are fully aware of im¬ 
portance of the port and consider 
it a valuable county asset.

Coronation Curiosities

ENGLAND'S WEDDING RING 

Among other intricacies of the 
coronation, court jewelers have 
been making King George’s coro¬ 
nation ring, or “regall ring,” as 
the old manuscript called it. This 
ring also has been known since 
th<- eleventh century as the “Wed¬ 
ding Ring of England.’’ 

A new ring is made for each 
sovereign, which becomes his per¬ 
sonal property; Hut each ring is a 
reproduction of all the many pre¬ 
vious rings worn since Edward 
the Confessor (1041-1066). King 
George’s ring, like most of the 
others, will be a plain gold band 
bearing a large violet-colored ruby 
surrounded by 26 diamonds. For- 
rr< rly the gem was a table ruby, 
but later this was engraved with 
the c ross of St. George. 

The original ring was supposed 
to have had a miraculous begin¬ 
ning. The legend runs that Fid- 
ward the Confessor gave a beggar 
a valuable ring he wore. Soon 
afterwards an old man gave the 
ring to two English pilgrims in 
Palestine, saying he was St. John 
the Evangelist, and bade them re¬ 
turn it to their King. They did, 
and this was the first “Wedding 
Ring of England.’’ 

Emblem of a bishop and of a 
doctor, the ring is a symbol of 
the faith which the King or Queen 
embraces and teaches to other 
nat ions. 

Tradition rules that the ring 
must be placed on the sovereign’s 
fourth finger of the right, or scep- 
ter hand, counting the thumb as 
the first finger.

In winter we usually eat heavier, 
hotter foods than we do in summer 
when vegetable and fruit salads 
are more satisfying. Consequently 
the system becomes loaded with 
proteins. Nature takes care of this 
by sending forth dandelion greens, 
watercress, and early vegetables to 
purify the blood. We usually are 
not satisfied to wait for nature to 
do the work however. We want 
something out of a bottle. 

Well, the things needed do not 
grow in a bottle nor in mountains 
or out-of-the-way places. 

Green vegetables will correct the 
trouble, but some assistance in un¬ 
loading the system of the winter’s 
accumulation of waste will be of 
assistance. 

There are some simple things to 
do. Every farmer who has raised 
cattle and horses knows that a 
liberal supply of flax seed meal 
will hasten the shedding of the 
heavy winter coat of hair and help 
to produce a fine shiny new coat. 
For humans, a cup of flax seed tea 
once or twice a day will increase 
the activity of the liver, bowels 
and kidneys. 

A little calomel will do a vast 
amount of goo d. Because our 
grandfathers took 10 and 20 grain 
doses of calomel for days at a 
time and finally developed mercu¬ 
rial poisoning, many have become 
fearful of it. It is, when needed, 
one of the most useful of drugs. 

Taken in divided doses one or 
two grains a day followed by a 
saline (such as cpsom salts), re¬ 
peated every three days fen a week 
or two it stimulates the liver to 
secrete bile ami stirs up the other 
digestive organs to increase their 
flow, with the resultant elimination 
of many toxic substances. It is one 
of the best of kidney stimulants. 

When you have done this, nature 
will take care of the remaining 
trouble if you eat vegetables and 
drink milk and water. 

Practically all the spring puri¬ 
fiers in bottles contain some potas¬ 
sium iodide. In sufficient quantity, 
this produces a liberal crop of 
boils and carbuncles. It is an old 
saying that each is worth five dol¬ 
lars. All I've ever had I would 
have sold for much less.

If you use rouge for color alone, 
you are getting only half its value. 
Rouge properly placed not only 
gives your face a warm, youthful 
vivacity, but it will accentuate 
your good points and overcome the 
bad ones. 

Never place it nearer the nose 
than on an imaginary line drawn 
downward from the pupil of your 
eye. Blend it out and slightly up, 
then down in a long thin triangle 
if your face is full. Never carry 
the color downward directly under 
the eye. If your cheekbones are 
high or your cheeks hollow, be i 
careful to keep the color away 
from the sunken area or it will 
cast shadows. 

If you use compact rouge, apply 
it after you have powdered—not 
before—and smooth and soften the 
edges with a piece of clean cotton. 
Compact rouge is convenient morn¬ 
ing wear when you must apply 
your make-up hurriedly, or for re¬ 
touching your make-up when there 
isn’t time to do a complete job. 
For a good make-up and a lasting 
one, you will find the cream rouge 
more satisfactory.

Examination Is Urg< 
for Any Who Think 
They're Diseased 


LOS ANGELES. (JPt —If per¬ 
sons who believe they have cancer 
could be induced to undergo ex¬ 
amination at cost-free clinics now 
being established, much unneces¬ 
sary suffering and death would be 
averted. Dr. William R. Dorr said 
at the Western Hospital convention 
here. 

He said cancer experts of the na¬ 
tion are united in a movement to 
establish clinics where persons 
who fear they may have cancer 
may go immediately for diagnosis 
and, if necessary, early treatment 
that may be life-saving. 

“At these clinics,” said Dr. 
Dorr, who is superintendent of the 
Riverside county hospital.

Throughout the period of the 
dark ages and even until the pres¬ 
ent century, it has been the cus¬ 
tom to form beds and designs of 
annual plants. The present cus¬ 
tom is to use the perennials for 
permanency of design and succes¬ 
sion of bloom, and fill in the gaps 
and spaces with the annuals. 

Color fads are creeping into 
these flowerbeds, and we now have 
all blue gardens, all-yellow gar¬ 
dens, all-pink, or all-white, or even 
a two-tone combination, such as 
all-blue and gold, etc. 

The older form of garden beds 
ran to straight lines, using highet 
material in the back, then medi¬ 
um, and then lowgrowing plants 
in the front. This type of planting 
is tiresome, inasmuch as the eye 
sweeps in the whole garden at a 
glance. If bays anil recesses can 
be worked in. the "eye can only 
grasp one section at a time, leav¬ 
ing new scenes and groupings to 
retain the interest. 

These heights and varieties 
must be studied for effect. The 
accentuation points may be gained 
by the use of shrubs, or herbaceous 
perennials. The recesses may be 
planted to low material, yet the 
general scheme of high plants in 
the back and lower growing plants 
In the front must be followed. 

The annual plants are ready to 
flower at the time the perennials 
need to be cut back, and by care¬ 
ful interplanting, continuity of 
bloom may be expected. 

The Flower Bed 

In the perennial border a thor- 
o,ugh working of the soil is es¬ 
sential when preparing to plant, 
because the plants cannot be 
changed every year. The annual

There is an old saying to the 
effect that a new broom sweeps 
clean. New blood in any organ¬ 
ization is ofttlmes desirable. New 
blood, which has been Injected into 
the state legislature during the 
past six years, has caused a revi¬ 
sion of certain ideas and policies 
of the legislature. The old order 
is slowly passing out of the picture. 

The assembly is now under the 
domination of the Democratic 
party. The senate is still Republi¬ 
can controlled but, nevertheless, 
the newer members of the senate 
have caused certain revisions in 
thoughts and policies. 

Some severe criticism has been 
levied at the assembly during the 
present session of the legislature. 
However, no one can say that the 
assembly this year is not making 
a legitimate attempt to clean up 
its business in order to insure an 
early adjournment. For years it 
has been the policy of the legisla¬ 
ture to adjourn on Friday noon 
until Monday morning. Legisla¬ 
tors near Sacramento like to re¬ 
turn to their homes and offices 
over the week-end. Many legis¬ 
lators return home Thursday aft¬ 
ernoon and make no pretense of 
being in session on Friday or Sat¬ 
urday. This has long been the es¬ 
tablished rule and yet, this year, 
this rule has been subject to severe 
criticism by many of the "New 
Dealers.” Those representatives 
from the extreme south and north¬ 
ern end of the state feel that the 
legislators near Sacramento are 
taking advantage of a situation 
and that it would be much better 
to remain in session all day Fri¬ 
day and at least for half a day 
Saturday In order to clean up the 
work of the legislature. 

The assembly has definitely dis¬ 
carded the old rule. For the sec¬ 
ond time this session the assembly 
held Saturday sessions last Satur¬ 
day. Not only did the assembly 
meet on Saturday for the trans¬ 
action of business but it remained 
In session last Friday night until 
after the midnight hour. 

Certain legislators around the 
bay region wished to know if any 
controversial matters would be 
passed upon Friday night and Sat¬ 
urday morning. Speaker William 
Moseley Jones informed the as¬ 
sembly that any matter which was

Very little progress was made 
during the past week in regard to 
the oil bills in the legislature. The 
O'Donnell bill. A. B. 2090, was re¬ 
ported out of committee and is 
now on the floor of the assembly. 
Amendments have been offered in 
regard to the bill and it Is pre¬ 
dicted that the bill can pass the 
assembly. At this writing no 
amendment has been offered to the 
bill relative to a division of the 
oil royalty with the city of Hunt¬ 
ington Beach or the county of 
Orange. However, Assemblyman 
Kuchel has such amendments on 
hand ready to present the same 
If and when the bill is called up 
for passage. 

The O’Donnell bill is similar to 
the Olson bill, S. B. 579, except 
that it deletes some of the provi¬ 
sions of the Olson bill. 

In the senate both the Olson and 
the Swing bills were amended. 
However, fundamentally, the 
Swing bill provides for the devel¬ 
opment of the Huntington Beach 
oil pool by drilling from the lit¬ 
toral lands. The Olson bill pro¬ 
vides for the development of the 
oil pool by means of piers, groins 
or islands. 

No amendments have been of¬ 
fered as yet in the senate relative 
to giving a part of the royalty to 
the county of Orange or the city 
of Huntington Beach. However, 
such amendments have been pre¬ 
pared and are ready to be offered 
at the first opportunity. 

Senator Swing attempted to gain 
some legislative advantage by hav- 
1 ing his bill set down for special 
| hearing on Friday morning, April 
9. At the same time he made a 
motion to limit the debate to 30 
minutes to those who were op¬ 
posed to or in favor of the bill. 
The proposal to limit debate upon 
the Huntington Beach oil bill was 
opposed from the floor by several 
senators upon the theory that the 
matter was of such importance 
that could not be adequately dis¬ 
cussed in 30 minutes. Senator 
Swing's motion was lost, inas- 
| much as it was an attempt to 
change the rules of the senate 
when the rules of the senate may 
j only be changed by unanimous 
consent.

plane, Uevised 
Sub-S+rato Flights 
Faces Tests Soon 


LOS ANGELES, CPI—A $60,000 
windowless transport plane was re¬ 
ported nearly completed today for 
preliminary flights before a scries 
of sub-stratosphere tests by the 
Army Air corps at Dayton, Ohio. 

Constructed at the Lockheed 
plant near here, the plane is de¬ 
signed for travel at upwards of 
30,000 feet. Its cabin, seating 10 
persons, is encased in an extra 
layer of duraluminum to withstand 
intense atmospheric pressure. It 
is supplied with special oxygen. 

Of the same type used by Amelia 
Earhart on her recent Honolulu 
flight, the ship has two 550-horse¬ 
power engines which will be su¬ 
percharged to function efficiently 
in rarefied altitudes. It is not 
equipped for actual combat. 

Plant officials said the plane 
would be ready for flying in two 
weeks.

WASHINGTON. UP)— The sen¬ 
ate approved yesterday a confer¬ 
ence committee report on the half¬ 
billion dollar naval appropriations 
bill. The report now goes to the 
house. 

Amendments agreed to in con¬ 
ference fixed the total appropria¬ 
tion at $516,258,808. 

Two primary provisions for 
strengthening national defense are 
contained in the bill. One is a 
$130,000,000 item to continue con¬ 
struction of 81 warships and begin 
work bn 12 more, including two 
new battleships. The other is $14,- 
186,000 in appropriations and $15,- 
000,000 in contract authorizations 
for buying 397 airplanes and two 
non-rigid airships. 

Still in disagreement was an 
appropriation sought by the house 
for a reserve supply of "strategic" 
minerals. The senate eliminated 
the original amount of $5,000,000 
specified by the house for that pur¬ 
pose. House conferees indicated a 
willingness to accept $3,500,000 as 
a compromise. 


WASHINGTON.—The Associa¬ 
tion of American Railroads re¬ 
ported that the aggregate of esti¬ 
mated operating revenues of Class 
one carriers for March was $311,- 
356,969, a 22 per cent increase over 
the same month last year. 

The association’s report was 
based on preliminary returns from 
94 class one roads, representing 
82.8 per cent of total operating 
revenue. 

Freight revenues of the carriers 
amounted to $260,943,051 during 
the month, which compared with 
$208,230,557 in the same month 
last year. 

Passenger revenues totalled $28,- 
638,982 which compared with 
$24,980,500 in March of last year.

969.

Too bad, isn’t it, that in a land 
where medical practitioners are 
many and where medical knowl¬ 
edge is abundant, the old and the 
poor can’t have medical attention 
because they are without the 
needed price. 

The other man was a young man 
in the prime of life. Graydon Blood 
was only 34 years of age. He had 
been unable to find employment. 
He was too proud to accept the 
charity which might have been ob¬ 
tained. He was too honorable to 
steal. The loss to be incurred to 
his manhood if he took the path 
of crime was too great to pay for 
the privilege of living. He had 
visions of a land where there was 
greater justice, so he believed. He 
took a short cut to it. It’s too 
bad that the on-going crowd won’t 
pause beside his bier today, before 
his silent form is laid forever away 
and resolve to correct the condi¬ 
tions which make employment im¬ 
possible for so many of the young. 

The Townsend plan enacted into 
law would make the purchasing of 
medical attention possible to the 
old, and put forever to an end the 
need of young men taking the sui¬ 
cide route because of the lack of 
employment.

It is 
accompanied by loss of appetite, 
weakness, and nausea in Morri¬ 
son’s case. 

Violet rays and injections have 
checked the spread of the disease, i 
Morrison says, hut his physician | 
tells him that only time will tell, j 
He may turn white again - or he 
may stay black.

PUT UP 370 
BUILDINGS 


WASHINGTON. UP>— Adminis¬ 
trator Harry L. Hopkins reported 
today that WPA workers in Cali¬ 
fornia had constructed 370 new 
buildings and performed a wide va¬ 
riety of other services during the 
first 11 months of operation. 

His report covered the period 
ending last Sept. 15, when WPA 
was just a month shy of its first 
anniversary. 

California WPA workers not 
only constructed 370 new build¬ 
ings, including 57 schools, Hopkins 
said, but they repaired or improved 
770 other publicly owned struc¬ 
tures. 

In addition they built 77 athletic 
fields and playgrounds and im¬ 
proved 147; drained 129.357 acres 
of land; constructed 242 miles of 
trunk lines and lateral sewers; 
constructed or improved 3337 
miles of highway and 154 bridges; 
Installed 1480 culverts; planted 
trees and shrubs along 522 miles 
c highways; terraced 11,844,970 
square feet of land and handled 
2,138,397 cubic yards of earth in 
repairing and building up river 
levees and other navigation aids. 

Moreover, Hopkins announced, j 
workers on WPA educational and 
professional projects repaired 1,- 
644,980 books and cataloged 996,- 
780 volumes; 241 sewing rooms 
were operated, producing or re¬ 
pairing 6,108,905 articles for needy 
persons, and school children were 
served 913,174 mid-day lunches.

ally to the spacious feeling achieved 
in this small house. 

The kitchen is small and planned 
for utmost convenience. Sink, work 
tables and cabinets are arranged 
around the window, and the oppo¬ 
site wall provides space for a 
range and refrigerator. The rear 
entry, a step below the level of 
the kitchen, provides a grade en¬ 
trance to the basement, equally 
accessible to the kitchen and out¬ 
doors. 

Cased Opening 

A cased opening at one end of 
the living room separates the bed¬ 
room hall from the rest of the 
house. This space is reduced to a 
minimum, but at the same time 
takes care of the stairs to the attic, 
doors opening into both bed rooms 
and bath, and two closets. Closet 
space throughout the house is gen¬ 
erously provided; the coat closet 
mentioned before, a linen closet, 
and large closets off each of the 
bedrooms provide adequate stor¬ 
age space. 

Both of the bedrooms have cross 
ventilation, and both are well pro¬ 
vided with wall space for all nec¬ 
essary pieces of furniture. 

The porch at the end of the 
house could, if desired, be enclosed 
to form a livable sun porch, and 
the attic, with stairs convenient to 
the first floor bath, may he fin- 
ishe I to provide extra bedrooms 
at some later date. 

A modern heating plant, laundry 
and fuel and vegetable storage 
space are provided in the base¬ 
ment, and an attractive recreation 
room might be finished here. 

Shingle Finish 

As shown here, the house is fin¬ 
ished in shingles, wide, unfinished 
lumber and stone, the latter ma¬ 
terial used for two sides of the 
bedroom wing and the living room 
bay. Where cost prohibits the use 
of this material, brick veneer or 
stucco might be combined with 
shingles, or the entire house could 
be finished in stucco and half tim¬ 
ber or brick. 

Interior finish of a house of this 
type is largely a matter of per¬ 
sonal preference, since smooth 
plaster, wood paneling, wallpaper 
oi rough plaster are all suitable. 
With either rough or smooth plas¬ 
ter finishes plaster arches might be 
substituted for the cased openings 
in the living room, and a beamed 
ceiling would be appropriate. 

Stock designs for doors, win¬ 
dows and other items of millwork 
required for this plan are obtain¬ 
able. Many of these designs are 
copies of original old English pat¬ 
terns, and add materially to the at¬ 
tractive appearance of the finished 
house. The same theme can be car¬ 
ried into the interior through the 
use of carefully selected hardware 
and lighting fixtures. Many de¬ 


pendable manufacturers now pro¬ 
duce authentic designs for homes 
of this type. They are priced rea¬ 
sonably, and handled by electrical 
supply and building material deal¬ 
ers in all parts of the country, 
(.are in Planting 

Planting for a house of this type 
should be carefully handled to em¬ 
phasize the low, cottage-like lines. \ 
Evergreens and flowering shrubs, j 
in low-growing varieties, would be 
most appropriate. 

Proper insulation and one of the 
new, moderately priced air-condi¬ 
tioning units for home use should 
be seriously considered in home 
planning. Such installations are 
reasonably priced now, and the 
slight extra cost involved when 
they are indued in new con¬ 
struction is more than offset by 
the health benefits and fuel sav- j 
ings that result. Standard types, 
produced by leading manufactur- 
ers, are now offered in units | 
planned for homes and buildings 
of all sizes. Conditioning for year j 
around, winter or summer can be 
specified when ordering. 


IDEAS TOLD 
FOR MODERN 
BUILDING 


By WILBUR BARK 

Bricks made of glass for the 
purpose of allowing light to pene¬ 
trate, while heat, noise, and visi¬ 
bility are excluded. Limestone 
blown into cottonlike fibers to hold 
summer heat out of your house 
and to retain winter heat created 
within it. Shingles and exterior 
sidewall coverings made of a com¬ 
bination of asbestos and white ce¬ 
ment to protect your house for¬ 
ever against fire and deterioration. 
Door locks and door pulls possess¬ 
ing a new sort of utilitarian beau¬ 
ty that will make your rooms a 
joy to the eye. 

These are just a few of the 
things that distinguish a modern 
house from one of even a few 
years ago. Today is the day of 
the modern home, due to a tre¬ 
mendous interest in home building 
created by the fact that for years 
practically no home building was 
done, resulting in what virtually 
amounted to a vacuum, which has 
caused designers and manufactur¬ 
ers, building material dealers and 
lending agencies to exert their ev¬ 
ery effort in improving domestic 
design and the comfort of the 
modern American home. 

Probably you, like everyone 
else, dream of a new home, or of 
modernizing your old home. When 
you build or modernize, make sure 
that you get a really modern 
home. You wouldn’t buy a 1920 
model automobile. Be sure you 
don’t put your money into 1920 
building ideas. 


In Building With Masonry, 
Remember These Things 


Masonry construction of all 
kinds has long been a favorite with 
heme builders. The permanence, 
the low cost of upkeep and the 
general attractiveness of materials 
of this type have much to recom¬ 
mend them. But like most ma¬ 
terials and methods of construc¬ 
tion, there are certain dangers in 
the actual process of construction 
that must be guarded against. 

Stone, brick, concrete block, 
cement, hollow block, and tile all 
fall within the "fireproof" or 
“semi-fireproof” classification, and 
ah of them are subject to the 
dangers outlined here. Since the 
materials themselves are generally 
sound and fireproof, the danger 
lies in the method used to put 
the units together to form a wall. 

Adequate bonding must be pro¬ 
vided for in all types of masonry 
where individual units are used. 
The "bond” consists of a course 
laid across the double wall to act 
J as a tie. Insulation must be pro- 
i vided, and bonding courses should 
be laid at intervals to assure a 
] well laid wall. 

Foundations should be carefully 
; considered. They must always, for 
I all types of masonry construction, 
I be laid well below the frost line, 
to prevent "heaving" and ultimate 
cracking of the walls laid on them. 

Interior finishes should never be 


allowed to rest in direct contact 
with masonry walls. “Furring’’ 
(thin strips of wood laid on the 
masonry) should be provided, and 
panels or lath nailed to the strips. 
Further insulation is gained in 
I this way, since the air space thus 
provided not only holds the finish 
■ away from contact with the ma¬ 
sonry, but offers a second dead 
air space in the wall. As with 
other types of insulation, this 
I means a house less subject to 
outside changes in temperature, 
as well as lower fuel costs. 

The mortar used with any ma- 
j sonry, as well as the "mix" for 
| concrete construction, should be 
j carefully prepared preferably un- 
rler the direction of some one fa¬ 
miliar with the atmospheric con¬ 
ditions in your locality. Moisture, 
dry air, rapid or slow drying . . 
i all affect the strength of the mor¬ 
tar used, and should be considered 
| in preparing the mixture. 

The difference in expansion and 
■ on tract ion of different materials 
j is important, particularly when 
door and window frames of wood 
art used with masonry. The joints 
should be stuffed with oakum or 
a similar substance, to prevent 
i sticking. In some eases steel 
! frames should he used, to assure 
easy action and latching of both 
windows and doors. 


SHIPPING IS 
SAFER WITH 
NEW LAWS 


NEW YORK. (/P)--The U. S. 
government now has in force new 
standards of construction and in¬ 
spection which make American 
ships the safest in the world, Col. 
J. Monroe Johnson, assistant sec¬ 
retary of commerce, told the eighth 
annual convention of the National 
Safety council in an address. 

He said that since the Morro 
Castle disaster, regulations have 
been so revised and amended that 
when recommendations have been 
fully met a recurrence of such sea 
disasters will be “virtually im¬ 
possible."

While insulation is not generally 
considered as an impovement to 
the appearance of a home, present 
day methods make it possible to 
prevent dafts and add to the at¬ 
tractiveness of a home at the 
same time. 

Where siding is badly worn, 
cracked and loose, a new cover of 
building paper or a layer of a com¬ 
mercial “sheet’ insulation, laid di¬ 
rectly on the old wall, will ade¬ 
quately provide for some insula¬ 
tion. After this is applied, thin 
spaced strips should be nailed ver¬ 
tically, and on these, new siding 
I can be applied. The resulting job 
! adds an extra air space to the wall, 
j and assures a well insulated house. 

New siding, using the vertical 
strips, can be one of several types. 

1 The beveled or clapboard type is 
j most common, but the smooth, 

I flush joint type, v-grooved type, 

| and numerous other profile types 
of siding can be applied. 

Where shingles, either wood or 
composition, are to be used, the 
! strips should be applied horizon- 
I tally, to provide a firm nailing 
surface. 

Other re-surfacing possibilities 
include a number of composition 
types of finishing, some made to 
| simulate brick or stone, others 
shingles in a variety of styles. 

An investment of this type, 
whether it is made primarily to 
provide a new appearance or 
greater comfort for the home, will 
return double dividends, and is well 
j worth considering when remodel- 
! ing is discussed. 


Certain rules must always be 
observed if a paint job is to be 
successful. The requirements for 
finishing different types of wood 
vary, and the correct procedure 
for using paint necessarily varies 
with each type of paint. There¬ 
fore, observing the directions of 
thf manufacturer is the first step 
toward a satisfactory refinishing 

job. 

Practically all paint manufac¬ 
turers recommend a thorough 
(leaning before painting. This is 
important, and sand-papering, re¬ 
moving grease and dusting should 
he taken care of before the brush 
touches the opened can. 

Good paint deserves a good 
brush! Huy good ones . . cheap 

brushes have a way of losing their 
bristles right in the middle of a 
smooth surface, and you'll lose 
time picking out these? stray 
bristles if you’re making a heap 
brush do the job. 

Don’t paint on a wet surface. 
Paint will not cling to a damp 
piece of wood or metal. If there 
is any doubt about the piece 
you’re painting, postpone the job 
until you’re sure that it’s thor¬ 
oughly dry 

Use a paint mixed for the pur¬ 
pose you have in mind Different 
I ingredients and hinders are used 
] to give the paint you buy the 
! qualities IV* manufacturer speei- 
1 fies. Only the correct paint will 
give you a satisfactory job. and 
I it should be used for only one 
j purpose.

T HE state legislature is going to make things easier for 
the drunken driver. Authority for this statement is 
Municipal Judge Dawson of Los Angeles, who spoke here 
this week before a service club. Judge Dawson says the 
new plan is to give the convicted drunken driver a proba¬ 
tionary license for a year, and if he goes through the year 
without being caught again, to let him have his old license 
back. 

Reason for this is that a lot of synthetic sympathy 
has been whipped up for the drunk driver because the loss 
of his license inconveniences him and also forces him to 
pay a higher insurance rate. 

Isn’t that just too bad? But nobody seems to feel 
sorry, however, for the innocent, blood-smeared victims 
of the booze-sotted motorist. Nobody is laying his side 
of the case before the bright boys at Sacramento. 

The L. A. jurist adds that a drunk driver is a worse 
public menace than a highwayman. You’re safe, he says, 
if you simply do what the bandit tells you to do. 

But try and find out what a drunken driver wants 
you to do. It’s impossible. A drunk behind a steering 
wheel will just as soon run you up an alley as not, if the 
notion hits him, declares Judge Dawson. And the judge 
has seen a lot of drunks.

Regardless of the fact that some 12,000 licenses are 
revoked annually, drunk driving is on the increase. Obvi¬ 
ously the punishment does not fit the crime. 

The law is too easy on drunk drivers. That’s our 
logical conclusion from the foregoing facts. 

And yet some misguided sob sisters want the legis¬ 
lature to make things easier on these drunken public 
menaces “because it is so hard on a poor fellow to lose 

his license and have to pay a higher insurance rate.”

It’s an outrageous perversion of common sense, we 
believe, to even suggest easing up the law against motor¬ 
ing drunks. 

Instead, more teeth should be cemented into it—most 
of them about the size of 10-penny nails. 

That won’t be done, however, until the general public 
demands it.

WASHINGTON. — Government 
legal experts have been putting 
the microscope on supreme court 
opinions ever since the deluge of 
them in the Wagner act cases, and 
have unearthed some highly signi¬ 
ficant points. 

Most important is that Chief 
Justice Hughes’ opinion in the 
Jones-Laughlin Steel company 
case was not so very far off from 
the government brief in the 
Schechter Sick Chicken case. 

Lay the two side by side, and 
you find that Hughes cited the 
same precedents for decreeing 
steel in interstate commerce and 
therefore subject to the labor 
board, as government attorneys 
cited in claiming that chickens 
were interstate commerce and 
therefore subject to NRA. 

With the same precedents, the 
court declared NRA unconstitu¬ 
tional but the labor board O. K. 

Apparently Mr. Dooley was 
right after all. The supreme court 
does follow the election returns.

NEW YORK The- greatest ma¬ 
rine disaster in the history of the* 
world occurred last Sunday when 
the Titanic, of the White* Star line, 
the biggest and finest of steam¬ 
ships, shattered herself against an 
iceberg and sank with 1500 of he r 
passengers and crew in less than 
four hours. Out of nearly 2200 
pesons that she carried only 675 
were saved and most of these were 
women and children.

FREEDOM OF THE PRESS 

McReynolds surprised everyone 
by being calm and dispassionate 
when he read his dissent. In the 
past he frequently has lost his 
temper, once stormed that “the 
constitution was gone.” 

Justice Sutherland, usually the 
mildest mannered of men, this 
time pounded on the dais, let the 
sparks fly. He read the dissent 
on the Associated Press case, up¬ 
holding freedom of the press. 

In 1931 Sutherland joined in the 
dissent on the Minnesota gag law, 
lr which he upheld that state’s 
right to curb newspapers which 
criticized public officials. Inci¬ 
dentally, that was another 5-4 de¬ 
cision. At that time the same 
justices who this week voted for 
freedom of the press then voted 
against it. They were Sutherland, 
Van Devanter, Butler and Mc¬ 
Reynolds. The five who recently 
voted against the Associated 
Press- Hughes, Brandeis, Stone, 
Cardozo arc! Roberts at that 
time voted for freedom of the 
press. 


MODIFIED NRA? 

Mr. Hughes went further than 
this. He threw out what New 
Deal legalists consider to he a 
subtle hint that were the NRA to 
come before the court again it 
would be OK’d too. For Hughes 
pointed out that besides interstate 
commerce there were other rea¬ 
sons for nullifying the NRA, 
among them the improper “dele¬ 
gation of power” by congress to 
the President. 

The hint seemed to be that if 
this delegation of power were 
made more specific, instead of as 
sweeping as during General John¬ 
sons' heyday, the court would tole¬ 
rate a less ferocious Blue Eagle. 

Note - New Deal legalists be¬ 
lieve Hughes went out of his way 
to throw into his opinion a lot 
of things which he didn't have to 
say, in order to make it absolutely 
plain that the Wagner act was 
valid. 

It was the court majority's an- 
swer to criticism that it had tied 
Roosevelt’s hands on sit - down 
strikes.
